April, I have now the honour to-inform you 
that your letter of 27th April and ils en 
elvsures have had the careful attention of 
the Commitice who, while agreeing with 
the sentiments vf the Taotai that ‘mutual 
co: fidence in commercial transactiuns be- 
tween natives. and. foreigners” is: highly 
essential, and with the statement unit jn 
too many ‘cases Chinese purchasers have 
failed to carry out tieir bargsing, yot. they. 
are of opinion that-the matier of ‘obtaining 
salisfuetory security that o Largein will be 
carried out in its integrity is one that must 
be left to the partiga interested. It is out of 
tho power of the Ch umber to formulate rules 
for tho guidance of foreign merchants in 
their dealings with Clinese ; this is more 
a matter to be settled. between the Consuls 
and ‘the Ohinese authorities, and if they 
‘could mutually agree upon such measures 
fa are suggested by the Taotai, which would 
be binding upon foreigners’ and: natives 
alike, it would attain the desired end; and: 
the Commitlee do not doubt that if the 
Chinese magistrates, in the meantiwe, 


would invariably visi¢ with adequate puuish- 
ment those of their nationals who plainly 
seek to evade, by any and all means: when- 
everitauits their purpuse, the carrying out 
of the bargains they lsave entered into, a 
great_improvement in the manner of ¢ 
ducting business would ensuc. 

I think it ‘only right:to point out, in
